We  sell  our  tomato  seed  only  in  ^  and  1  lb.  cardboard  sealed  lithographed  packages, 
wrapped  in  Moist ureproof  Cellophane,  each  package  of  which  is  sealed  by  a  certificate 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture,  stating  that  the  tomato  seed  con¬ 
tained  in  that  package  was  inspected  and  passed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Wre 
guarantee  this  seed  to  be  from  the  fields  which  were  inspected  and  passed  by  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  trueness  of  type,  vigor  of  plants,  and 
freedom  from  disease. 

Our  Certified  Tomato  Seed  has  also  passed  the  high  germination  requirements  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture.  Our  supply  of  course  is  not  unlimited,  but  we 
offer  until  sold  out,  Crown  Picked  Certified  and  Certified  Seed.  See  pages  67  to  72 
in  our  Catalogue  for  further  particulars.

The  demand  for  Crown  Picked  Tomato  Seed  has  been  so  great  that  we  have  previ¬ 
ously  been  unable  to  fill  the  orders  for  it.  W7e  now  have  Crown  Picked  Seed  of  all  the 
certified  tomato  varieties  listed.  For  Crown  Picked  Seed  only  the  first  or  crown  clusters 
of  fruits  are  used.  Some  growers  claim  that  crown  picked  seed  is  plumper  and  therefore 
produces  earlier  fruits  the  following  .year  than  the  seed  from  later  pickings.  Separate 
descriptions  of  l he  crown  picked  certified  tomato  varieties  are  not  necessary  since  those 
describing  the  certified  stocks  will  suffice  for  both.

Ears  medium 
length  and  thickness,  averaging  6  to  7  inches,  irregular  rows.  Con¬ 
sidered  by  many  one  of  the  best  sweet  corns  for  family  garden  and  one 
of  the  most  popular  varieties  used  by  commercial  canners.  The  silk  on 
Country  Gentleman  ears  is  always  very  red,  and  it  can  easily  be  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  this  feature.  Fairly  resistant  to  Stewart’s  Wilt  Disease. 

COUNTRY  GENTLEMAN  INBRED  HYBRID.— This  is  identical 
in  description  to  ordinary  open  pollinated  Country  Gentleman,  but  is 
superior  in  uniformity  and  high  in  yield.  It  is  especially  adapted  to 
canners  and  market  gardeners. 

EVERGREEN,  STOWELL’S. — Grains  long  and  white  in  color. 
Height  of  stalk  about  7  to  8  ft.  Ears  medium  length  and  thick.  Average 
6  to  7  inches  long  and  short  pointed.  Rows  mostly  12  to  16.  This  is  the 
standard  variety  of  sweet  corn,  more  of  this  variety  being  sold  than 
any  other.

Ears 
medium  length  and  thickness,  average  length  7  to  8  inches,  short 
pointed.  Rows  mostly  10  to  12.  An  excellent  hybrid  in  uniformity, 
quality,  high  yield  and  resistant  to  Stewart’s  Wilt  Disease.  There  are 
many  inferior  stocks  of  this  variety  on  the  market,  some  at  cheaper 
prices.  Poor  germination,  low  yield  and  dissatisfaction  may  result  by 
buying  cheap  seed.
